Ono of the most cacouriiging signs of 
agricultural progi-ess in our Province is 
the increased attei^ion paid to improv- 
ing tLe breed of horses raised hero. It 

is not many years ago wlien any scrub 
was deemed good enough for farm or 
road use, and when so little care was 
taken with brood marcs thatsniart little 
cayuse stallions not unfrequently re- 
produced; :thoinselve8 in part by n 
mixture with choice breeds. The pro- 
geny of such unions were not desirable 
animals, and the tendency of horse 
stock for a long time was downward. 
Of late stockraisers have come to un- 
derstand tiiat it cost no more to pro 
duco and raise an animal that will 
fetch from $200 to $400 than it does a 
miserable creature for which a man 
would think himself badly treated if 
he w.To asked 850. This discovery 
'las re ••■ntly induced the importation of 
weU-br< d animals from California and 
Oregon, and a rapid and gratifying im- 
provement is now going on. Tlio 
stockraiser can calculate as surely on 
his profits from the production of good 
horses as lie can from the raising of 
beef. The brood inarea will do the 
work of the farm. Tlie colt.s at 
two years old can be broken, 
and at that age are competent to ac- 
corapli.sh a great deal of the lighter 
labor. At Ove years old they are 
ready to market, having, 'in most in- 
stances, reimbur.seil tlie breeder for 
the net cost. The .sales are readily 
made of the snrplua The gwldings 
llnd purchasers who are on tiio (jui 
itive to secure such animals, the fdlies 
are eagerly sought for to place in tlio 
stud. Tlierc has boon no e.vpensive 
education to roll up the cost ligurcs, 
nad the prico wiiicli thoy will bring 
for work horses leaves a large margin, 
while the finer will command a sum for 
the coach and carriage wliich will 
bring a handsome amount into the 
strong box of the farmer. A few days 
ago wo announced the pa.s.sage through 
Victoria for Kamloops of a powerful 
thoroughbred stallion, — a combination 
of the heavy breed of Norman or 
Clydesdale with the blood horse, re- 
sulting in an animal seventeen hands 
high and weighing 1700 pounds, and 
yet with finish enough to be turned a 
coachor, and with suflicicnt trotting 
action to move at a four mile gait. 
The attention of the San Francisco Cull 
was called to tliis noble animal, which 
which was bred at San Jos6, and the 
Editor says of him and his class : — "His 
color is a dark drappled brown, with 
good legs and feet, and he is so gektle 
tkat he will work in any plac?, and 
can be controlled by any one who has 
the least knowledge of horses. Cecil 
■was too plain a name, the purchaser 
thought, for a horse of such magnificent 
proportions, and, remembering the Lib- 
eral "boom" which swept over England 
he re-christinod him Gladstone, and 
shipped him by yesterday's stean>cr for 
the point of his destination. The 
transfer of this horse will be a valuable 
advertisement for the breeders of this 
class of stock in California. As has 
been so often stated in the Cull, to 
make horse-brccding in California pro 
fitable a market oucside of the State 
must be found, and the counties on 
the eastern shore of the Pacific and 
west of the Rocky Mountains should 
naturally look here for fitock. 
Many thoroughbreds have been sold 
from this State, and British Columbia, 
Oregon, Idaho, i\[ontana, Colorado, 
Nevada, .South America and Japan 
have blood horses which were bred 
here. Those who make a specialty of 
breeding tlie trotter can supply the 
wants of the people desiring this class, 
and the farmers generally will find a 
profitable brancii of this business in 
taking steps to meet the increasing do 
mand for the heavier breed." 



DEATH OF HON. GEORGE 
BROWN. 

One of the foremost men in Catui 
diii;'. iiolitics is no more. The Hon. 
Geoj-lJE Bkowx, whoso energy and 
abilitv created the leading Canadian 
lournh!, who was the founder of tlie 
v'reat reform party, who was one of the 
earliest advocates of Confederation, and 
who was in all his impulses a loyal son 
of Canada, succumbed on the 8th ir st. 
to the efl'ects of a pistol shot wound 
inflicted by a. discharged employe of 
whose existence prior to the shooting 
Mr. Brown had not the remotest idea. 
The immediate cause of dcith was mor- 
tification. It seems hard that a man 
whose services havo been alw.ays at 
the disposal of his country, and whose 
life was one of the most valuable in 
the Dominion, should have met with 
.m ond so deplorable at a time of life 
when most men who havo pass . d useful, 
busy lives seek that repose to which 
their labors fairly entitle them. Mr. 
Brown has been prominently before 
the public for more than forty years. 
His genius and force of will have 
made the Globe a power in the land, 
and its utterances on all matters aflect- 
iug Canadian affairs arc extensively 
quoted in Encland and the United 
States. The dead Senator will be 
greatly regretted by men of all parties 
throughout Canada, for althougli his 
views were not always in accord with 
popular sentiment they possessed the 
one great quality of honesty.

Victoria, B.C., Nov. Gth, 1870. 

.Sir, — I havo tho honor to enclose here- 
with a communication from certain tea- 
chers of the Public Schools, who liave re- 
quested tho Board of Trustees to lay the 
matter before tho Government accompan- 
ied by such comments as tho Board might 
think proper. Tho trustees therefore, 
bog leave to state that thoy have come to 
the following conclusion with regard to 
tho matter : 

Ist, — That all toacliors holding certifi- 
cates granted by tho late Board of Educa- 
tion should bo ro-examined as soon as pos- 
sible. 

2nd, — That tho examination should not 
bo made .ipply to a few at a time, but 
should be made general in its applic.ition. 

3rd, — That no person, whether or not 
tho liolder of a University degree, should 
bo e-xompt from passing an examination 
in tho manner prescribed for others, Tho 
poaaossion of scholarship alone does not 
constituto a successful teacher. 

•llh, — That more promiucnco should 
be givon to the natural sciences, and loss 
to Ulassics iif tho iirogramini' for tho ex- 
am'.uation of teacliors. 

oth, — Tliat teachers be required to pass 
in physiology, as it ia a subject thnt 
should bo taught in almost every school 
to a greater or loss extent. 

Oth, — Tliat too wide a differonco in at- 
tainnicutH is made between grades A and 
B of tho first-class. Tho standard for B 
should be raised further, and that for A 
lowered somewhat. 

7th, — Tho passing in Greek, tho trus- 
tees hold to be unnecossarj', as its intro- 
duction into tho schools of tho city ia far 
in :idvanco of tho educational wants of 
tlie pupils.

Gentlemen, — In answer to a request 
for an iiitorviow, the Hon. tho Provincial 
Socretary has suggoatod that wo forinidatu 
our grievances tlirough you. Will you, 
therefore, kindly consider our complaints 
and forward them to tlio Suporiuteiulent of 
Education, with such commont.'! thoroon 
as ni.ay ai)pear to you just and right. 

Ist, — We eoniplaiii of a forced and ille- 
gal interprotation placed upon tho Scliool 
Act, 1870, by Nvhioli wo are h.anissod and 
annoyed, treated as holdor.s of temporary 
certificates and required to submit to an 
examination in December next, undur 
conditions of a nn^st 'unfair and humiliat- 
ing character. 

'2rid, — Wo, as holders of first-class cer- 
tificates issued by tho lato Board of Edu- 
cation, under tho .School Act of 1872, 
claim that they are good. They bear on 
their face, " Valid until revoked." Tliis 
we were distinctly given to understand 
meant "for lifo." Wo aro advised that 
wo have thus acquired legal rights which 
will stand in equity, and which aro ex- 
pressly reserved in section two of tho 
Scliool Act, 1879. t'nless this Act can 
bo read as retrospective, our certificates 
must bo good fur at least f'uir years from 
the passing of tho said Act. 

3rd, — By reference to the enchised 
"Rules and Regulations," issu«d liy the 
superintendent of education, it will bo 
seen that besides raising tho stiindi'.rd of 
examination very materially, he h.i.s so 
hedged .ibout the attainment of a first- 
class certificate with conditions and trajis, 
as to render it well-nigh impossiblu. By 
reference to the Public School Report, 
1877-8, it will also bo seen th.-it tho reason 
assigned for there-adjustment of teacher's 
certificates, is that some h;ive been ob- 
tained unfairly. Now, to call us up, 
alone, by a forced iiitorpvctation of tho 
.\ct, is to hold us up before tho ]>ublio as 
guilty of what is in truth an unju.st charge. 
Wo owc it to yoi', to the public, and to 
ourselves, to indignantly deny this accu- 
sation, and to strenuously resist this at- 
tack upon our cUaractors and standing. 

4th, — While wc do not object to tho 
standard being raised, wo do most decid- 
edly object to being singled out to bo 
measured by it, and that, too. Under con- 
ditions which must affect our influence 
and usefulness— perhaps our bread. In 
all fairness and justice, it is reasonable to 
ask that where all arc accused, none 
should thus bo singled out; and if tho 
standard of examination he raised, all 
sliould bo gauged by it. 

5th,— Wo most respectfully ask your 
attention to the programme of ex.-rmina- 
ticm enclosed, and to note the fact that 
the subjects, standard of marks, etc., 
havo been arranged in direct opposition 
to an important provision of tho Act, 
which req aires, for tho prptection of tho 
teacher, "that two examiners, along with 
the superintendent, shall conduct the ex- 
amination," and to note also that subjects 
aro introduced, tho text-books on which 
aro unprocurable hero to-day; that undue 
prominonco is givon to subjects not taught 
m your schools, the arbitrary rule exact- 
ing a certain percentage in ovcry subject, 
and to tho fact thiit no cncouragemoiit, 
advantage or award can bo obtaiuod by 
the most successful teacher. 

Gth, — Wo complain that holdor.s of an 
University degree arc granted a first-clans 
certificate without examination. 

7th,— The superintendent of education 
has informed us that one of his reasons 
for singling us out for examination is 
that the "area of dissatisfaction might bo 
as limited as possible." Is it ju.st that wc 
should suffer to shield the superintendent 
from unpopularity? 

In conclusion, wc have to express our 
regret for thus troubling you, but wc 
h.avo appealed in vain to tho superinten- 
dent, who curtly told us that if wo did 
not quietly submit, ho could easily llll our 
plac«s. \\'c havo, etc. ,

Montreal, April 25. — The ilolfc- 
tii OH are still afUer the two missing 
men of the gang who stole 815,000 
from F. T. iMcN'amce it Co. The 
chances are that tho balance of it will 
not ho hoard from again. The city de- 
tectives are being sharply criticised on 
account of the private agency here. 

Ottawa, i\Iay C. — In the House of 
Commons Colby directed atttentioii to 
the proposed cou.slruction of a Panama 
canal. He uttered sentiments favora- 
bio to the scheme and against the ap- 
plication of the Monroe doctrine to 
the undertaking. .Sir .John Jlacdonald 
exi)rossod his satisfaction that tlii> mat- 
ter had been brought bi;foro the atten- 
tion of parliament, and denied that the 
Monroe doctrine had any ajjplicatioii 
to commercial undertakings such as the 
canal. 

A report from St. John's, New- 
fouiuUand, states that 200 men were 
carriixl out. to sea on an ice Hoc, and a 
large number were drowned and .starv- 
ed to death. 

At tho Coburg assizca on Tuesday, 
James Cooper was .sentenced to 
five years in the penitentiary for hav- 
ing carnally abused his own dauglitor, 
aged 1 2 year.s. 

ToiioNTO, Aju-il 28. — At the spring 
assizps, now in session at .St. ( 'athcr- 
ines, Zcbodiah Taylor, Peter Ling ami 
Wm. Graves, tho three colored young 
men charged with crime of rape on 
Emma Fewster, on the 2Gth of January 
last, were found guilty and sentenced 
to ton years each in the penitentiary 
at hard labor. 

(Ottawa, April 29. — The resignation 
of ilr. ^Mackenzie is the subject of con- 
siderable comment. It has long been 
evident tliut the opposition is in a con- 
dition of lio]ioless disorganization. All 
aspire to lead, none condescend to fol- 
low, and so the fifty menlber.^ who now 
vote opposition, for the credit of tho 
name of o]iposition, have ''soctioimliz- 
ed'' the respected member for Lambton 
out of the position which by right bo- 
longed to hiin. It is credibly allegcil 
that a caucus was held at which a ma- 
jority was in favor of the abantlonraont 
of the position of leader by Mr. Zklac- 
kenzie, but this could only have been a 
fractional gathering, because a number 
of supporters of the opposition repre- 
senting western constituencies com- 
plain that they were not call»d to any 
caucus -and never beard of anything of 
the kind. It is believed that an at- 
tempt will bo made to hold a bo/i<( fide 
opposition caucus to-morrow. The 
story propagated at the opening of the 
session to the efiiect that it was under- 
stood that Mr. Mackenzie was to lead 
the opposition for the session, and to 
be succeeded by ilr. Blake next year, 
has received a rude shattering by the 
action of the late leader of the opposi- 
tion before adjournment this morning. 
The rumors as to a revival of the 
Liberal arc generally regarded iiere 
with derision, especially as tho names 
ineiitionod are those of literatars 
whose eccentricities are well known. 
But as your correspondent slated souie 
months ago the money question bars 
tho way to a revival of the schismatic 
Clrit organ. Meanwhile the grim 
silence of the Globe is noted with much 
interest. 

In the Senate this evening the bill 
proposing to legalize marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister was defeated on 
a vote by one of a majority. 

It is thought the vote in the print- 
ing committee to-day is one which will 
hojielessly shatter more than one of the 
little underground ring which have 
for some time past endeavored to run 
the whole economy of State. Tho de- 
cision of the committee is said to have 
caused a mighty shaking of dry bones 
amongst certain of that little body who 
arede»3ribed in "H. M. S. Parliament" 
as contract brokers. 

SnrcoE, May 7. — The authorities 
are taking action to prevent prize 
fights on Canadian soil between ]?addy 
Ryan and JoeGoss, and CeorgeRoomo 
and Mike Donovan. 

Toronto, April 27.— There is great; 
excitement in the city to-day over the 
charge of immorality brought against 
the Rev. Mr. Ilandford of the Con- 
gregational church. He is charged 
with criminal intimacy with the wife 
of a commercial traveller, who is fre- 
quently absent from tlie city, and a 
rather elderly maiden lady. At a 
special meeting of the congregation 



last night tho rev. gentlemrai denied 
the cliarges and offered to resign unless 
he had tho entiro confidence of the con- 
gregation. There will be a meeting of 
deacons this afternoon to give an of- 
ficial report on the subject. It is ex- 
pected that this report will be in favor 
of the minister, but that a split in the 
congregation will take place. 

London, April 29. — The Adrerliser 
of this morning .says: Certain deficien- 
cies, variously causctl, of some years' 
standing, have been dragging along 
from year to year. It is diflicult to 
apportioi., without further informa- 
tion than is at the moment obtainable, 
tho relative blamo of those more or less 
at fault. The postmaster, Mr. L. Law- 
less, is by statute responsible for all 
deficiencies. i\Ir. Lawless has been a 
good citizen of London for many a 
year, and it would be a matter for gen- 
eral regret if, at lii.^; timo of life, he 
should be involved in more than tem- 
]5orary ofliciai censure. The present 
facts briefly arc these: That tho fol- 
lowing post offico officials were sus- 
l)ciidcd, whether tem])orarily or per- 
manently remains to bo seen: Messr.=. 
Gilbert Grillln, Inspector, R. J. C. Daw- 
soi) and L. Lawless. Meantime the 
London oflice has been placed in charge 
of the assistant postmaster of Ottawa 
sent u)i for that ])urpose.

Pout Hope, .April 2G.--Thu lib(d 
suit of Preston, of the Port Hope 
News, vs. Mitchell of the Ottawa Fi-ee 
Press, was concluded today, having 
occupied two days. Defendant was 
chaigeil with writing an article calling 
the [daintifl a swiiuUiiig ba;ikrupt, a 
thief ami n d.cscendaiiL of a family of 
thieves. Damagc'-i were laid at §10,000. 
The defendant (who did not attempt 
to Justify) placod the [ilaintifl' in the 
box and showed that ho had written 
Hcurriluus articles attacking defendant's 
character, and that he had been accused 
(although ni>t convictcil) of the crimes 
which had been laid at his door. The 
jury nsturnod a verdict for piaintifl',

Nanai.Mii, .May l.'illi, 1880. 
A dre;ulftil iiccitlent occurred on Com- 
morcial street tlirough the huratiiig of ;i 
sliell by ctirelossiiesH, J. Kortor, barber, 
is fatally injured, Ono lei; is completely 
gone. Alltlio windows iti the vicinity 
•ire smashed to atoms. Full particulars in 
half hour. 

Nanai.mo, May i;!th, (i p.m. — Tlie ncci- 
duiit which occurred tlii.s afternoon was 
caused by tlie oxplo.sioii of a shell which 
some of the young men of this city brought 
over from Newcastle Island. Two of these 
Hhells have been lying in front of Mr. J. 
Kortcr's barber sliop for some few days. 
To-day about one p.m. soiuo men gather- 
ed round Mr. Korter's litand and were 
watching i\Ir. Korter amusing himself 
with experimenting on one of the shells 
which was unluckily charged. After 
di-awing the plug some of the powder 
which was damp dropped from the shell 
•and Korter stared some of this on fire. 
After firing nfl' what looiio powder was on 
llie ground Korl'jr apiiliod a niatcli to the 
sliell wliich at once exploded, bursting in- 
to a number of iiiccei! wliich wore thrown 
in difleront directions — one piece passing 
throught i\Ir. Harvey's :5tore, and another 
through the barroom in tlio Nanaiino 
Hotel. Ono of the pieces was thrown in- 
to tlio Convent garden, a distance of 700 
or 800 yards, penetrating the ground to a 
depth of a foot. 

Korter's right leg was shattered fear- 
fully and at the tinio of the accident the 
doctors thou^dtt ho would not live but a 
few iiiiiiuto.". Ductois Clunoss and Oainble 
at once amputated the limb below the 
kuoc and tlie patient is doing well. The 
j,doctor.s s.ay that there is now every hope 
%l his ultimate rocoTOry. .-V little girl of 
Mrs. Watkina rocoivod a slight flesh 
wound in one arm, aomall piece of shell 
l)assing tlirough it. Ocorgo Pickard, one 
of the bystanders, is slightly burned 
about the face. .\lfrod Somery was 
thrown into the air about the height of 
the verandah and sustained some slight 
bruises about the lej^s, 

AlUjie windows m the vicinity were 
smashed to atoms and it \vill take between 
two or three Tiundrcd duUars to repair 
to repair damages.

On Friday morning tho 7th inst 
barkentine C. L. Taylor, bound for San 
Francisco from Port Madison, and tho 
bark Uainier, when 8 miles out-side Capo 
Flattery, eame in eollisiim and su.stained 
damages of a character .so serious as to 
necessitate their putting back to Port 
Townaend fur re[iairs. Tho vessels came 
together about 9 o'clock a.m. Tlie weath- 
er was cleoi- with light sijuidb, the wind 
being about SSW. At about 1) o'clock 
the C. L. Taylor passed to the wiiuhvr.rd 
of tho Rainier, tho vessels being on < p- 
posito tacks, and soon after the Taymr 
tacked whicli left both vessel;; <n\ tlv; 
port tack. This time the Itainier kept so 
close to tho wind that her sails were 
caught nback, and Cnpt. Bergman of tlio 
Taylor, who was engaged in trimming 
sails, seeing this undertook to keep cleat 
of her by sailing aromid her stern to tho 
leeward, tmd in so doing struck the Rain- 
ier on the port side iu tho fore chains 
carrying away the foretop mast down to 
the masthead of tho maintop g.illant mast, 
upper maintop sail yard, the latter being 
broken in two. The head gear was 
uninjured, exce])ting the jib stays. Tho 
deck load of lumber evidently protected 
tho Rainier considerably, Imt her side was 
injured suflicioully to cause a leakage 
when she rolls. A sailor named Willy 
was on the foretop sail yard when the col- 
lision took 'place, and fell with the yard, 
but in f.alling caught the rigging, thus 
saving himself and sustaining but slight 
injuries. The Rainier has probaVily been 
damaged to the extent of two or throe 
thousand dollars.

cited in my mind lest Austra should 
play a part in the Balkan ]ionin.suln 
hostile to the freedom of an emancipated 
population and to tlie reasonable hopes 
of the subjects of the Sultan. The.so 
apprehensions woro fouiidcil upon sec- 
oiidary evidence; but it was not evid- 
ence of hostile witnesses and was tho 
best at my command. You now assure 
1110 that Austria ilofs not desire to 
e.xtenil or ;uhl to tiio rights ac- 
quired uiidor tho treaty of Ber- 
lin. Had [ |iosscs.sed such as- 
surance before, 1 never would have 
uttered one word wliich you describe 
as painful and wounding. But I would 
iiiimediately exjiress my serious con- 
cern that I should liave been led to 
refer to tin.' transaction of an earlier 
l>^riod or to u.so terms of censure whicli 
I 'lan now wiiolly banish from my 
mild.

A BYLAW 

For tho Setter Ohaorvanoo of tho 
Sahbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No iicraon shall kecji open on the 
Sabbath day for tlie sale of goods, wares 
or nierchaiKliso by wholesale or retail, 
otiier than lif[uor by retail, any store, 
warehouse or other place of businca.s. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for tho sale of liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
fnreiioon and five o'clock in tho afternoon 
of any Sabbath diiy. 

H. No person umiW keep open any bar- 
ber shop between tlie hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for tho 
flalo of licpior by retail any bar in any 
liotcl or grocery between tlio Iiours of ten 
o'clock in thu forenoon and five o'clock 
on tho afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not be lawful to di:icluirgo 
any cargo, except live stock, from any. 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on tho Sabbath day. 

0. It shall not be lawfid for any per- 
son to poddlo any description of goods, 
except milk, on tlie Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall be subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-tiro dollars nor loss 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with tho custs of convic- 
ti''ii, be recovered in a suniinary manner 
before tho Police i\Iagi;itrate of tlio City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peace 
having juri.sdiction within tho limits of 
tlio City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and sale of the ^(jdd.s and 
chatties of tlie oircnder, and in tlufa\ilt of 
payment of sucli penalty and costs, then 
by iuiiirisonmeiit of such oU'eiider for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols.
